Act Scientist Believes World of 
The Future Will 60 Underground

NEW YORK - (NEA)—Throw 
away your space helmet and buy 
a good flashlight. One of America’s 
top scientists thinks the world of 
the future will go underground. 
Dr. Finn J. Larsen is the man 
who envisions a future—and not too 
far off, either—when people will 
live and work and play beneath the 
earth’s surface. The basic reason 
for the exodus is, according to 
Larsen, that more (rf the earth’s 
surface will be needed for farming 
to feed the anticipated increase in 
population by 1960. That, and the 
traffic congestion, will force people 
underground, he thinks. 
But life will be pleasant down 
below, if Larsen’s picture of it is 
to be believed. For one thing, Im 
think* science and industry can 
combine to build a terra-lower at­ 
mosphere in which temperature, 
humidity, dust and even odor will 
be completely regulated.

1. Electronic humidity elements. 
These will be so sensitive they 
cen react to a teaspoonful of water 
in a room. They’ll control the 
humidity in the homes. 
2. Electronic entry traps. These 
would filter dust, so the homes 
underground would never need 
cleaning. While they’re at it, they 
could rid the air coming below the 
surface of other nasty things like 
insects, bacteria and disagreeable 
odors. 
I. Automatic temperature con­ 
trol. This, an advancement on the 
present thermostat, would auto­ 
matically keep the temperature at 
the best level for working, sleep­ 
ing, living, playing and thinking. 
• • • 


4. Built-in views. 
Since there 
would be no windows to look out, 
the scientist sees a magic wall as 
a pretty fair substitute. Push a 
button and Uke your pick of a 
mountain view, a seashore view or 
maybe a tenement or two if you’re 
a confirmed city dweller. It beata 
a picture window. 
5. Automatic odoriser. With your 
view of the seashore, this would 
add the smell of salt water to the 
atmosphere. Or the scent of new 
mown hay when you project a 
farm view. With the tenement 
scene, you Uke your chances. 
6. Adjustable rooms. The feel­ 
ing among Larsen and his men is 
that life underground might get a 
little depressing, even with all the 
gadgets. So, they’ve Imagined up 
a home that could switch around 
to suit your mood—walls that roll 
up into the ceiling, colors that 
change at will, noises that can be 
turned on and off, furniture that 
disappears. 
7. (And this wouldn’t be bad 
above ground): 
An electronic 
home computer. Larsen says it 
won’t be long before the electronic 
brain gets boiled down into living 
room site. 
It will do wonders 
around the house—like working out 
budget and figuring th* income 
Ux. 
All in all, the world that Larsen 
painte sounds pretty good. Might 
as well sUrt digging.

While 
penmanship 
may have 
been one of the three “R's” in the 
days of the little red schoolhouse, 
modern 
teaching 
methods have 
practically abolished the ** ’Riting” 
in many schools today. 
And 
in many 
schools, 
little 
thought is given to the importance 
of developing 
clear and legible 
handwriting at an early age. Con­ 
sequently, bad writing habits fol­ 
low a person through life. 
This is the considered opinion 
of Robert D. Bowse, president of 
the Watermen Pen Co. 
Howse believes that as a child 
begins forming 
his handwriting 
characteristics at the age of eight 
or nine when the development of 
his muscular control allows him 
to connect letters with flowing and 
rounded strokes, he should be giv­ 
en the advantage of a flexible nib 
point to help him develop better 
and more expressive penmanship. 
The average American, however, 
selects a stiff point when he pur­ 
chases a fountain pen. 
Such a 
point writes a uniform line with 
no variations in width. It is a per­ 
fect instrument for scribbling down 
a few notes, an illegible signature 
on a typewritten letter or check 
But the writing from such a point 
has as much individuality as a 
rubberstam p, according to Howse.

I to write well is the fact that he 
believes his personality is evident 
in his writing.
